Plea For Canada’s Entry Into Con- 
flresi Is Made At Toronto 

Canada’s entry into the Pan-Ameri¬ 
can congress was urged by Dr. Clar¬ 
ence J. Owens, president of the Pan- 
Aiilerican Commercial congrejs, in an 
address to the Canadian Club at Tor¬ 
onto. He also expressed the hope 
that Canada would recogpize the 
United States.diplomatically, and send 
a representative to Washington. 

In pleading for Canada’s entry ln |

Owens pointed out that in the_
